REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVK  GOMMITFEE 


For  the  Ykar  ended  May  1st,  1897. 


The  Executive  having  been  instructed  by  the  Board  to 
correspond  with  the  Commuting  and  Privileged  Ministers 
after  receipt  of  a  full  actuarial  report  on  the  Ciipabilitics 
of  the  Fund,  the  substance  of  said  report  was  communi- 
cated to  all  the  beneficiaries,  and  satisfactory  answers 
having  been  received  from  the  commuting  and  privilege* I 
ministers  and  no  objections  having  been  offered  by  any  of 
the  non- privileged  ministers,  application  was  made  to  the 
Dominion  Legislature  for  an  Act  to  enable  the  Board, 
"  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  parties  interested  to 
commute  the  claims  of  the  said  commuting  and  privileged 
ministers,  by  a  cash  payment  to  each  of  them  of  such  an 
amount  as  may  be  found  equitable  and  by  which  their 
vested  rights  in  the  Fund  would  cease,  or  by  otherwise 
satisfying  their  claims  so  as  to  leave  the  Board  free  to 
administer  the  balance  of  the  fand  for  the  sole  benefit  of 
the  other  ministers  who  are  claimants  on  the  fund,  and 
also  for  the  benefit  of  Queen's  College." 

The  Executive  have  now  the  pleasure  of  stating  that 
the  Temporalities  Board  Bill  has  passed  its  third  reading 
in  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  and  only  awaits  the 
formal  assent  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General  to 
become  law. 
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Changes  in  the  Roll. — The  only  chnn|,'e  to  record  is 
tliat  caused  by  the  death  of  Kev.  George  Porteous,  at 
L'Amable,  Ont.,  which  occurred  on  January  26th,  1897, 
ill  the  64th  year  of  his  age. 

Finances. — The  total  receipts  for  the  year,  includ- 
ing the  balance  from  last  year  ($2,619.84)  as  per 
Schedule  B.  were  $37,881.49.  Of  that  amount  $30,050. 
were  the  pn^eeeiis  of  loans  matured  and  paid  off,  $12,600 
of  which  were  temporarily  re-invested  and  a  portion  of 
the  remainder  applied  towar(is  the  payments  to  ministers 
in  June  and  December,  1896.  The  usual  payments  to 
ministeis  tor  the  year  1896  as  per  Schedule  C  amounted 
to  $18,050.  Queen's  College,  Kingston,  received  $2000  ; 
the  ordinary  expenses  of  management  were  $627.64,  and 
the  expenses  connected  with  Legislation  $453.08.  The 
inter-ist  derived  from  investments  and  our  bank  account 
during  the  year  amounted  to  $520:1.15.  The  balance  at 
credit  of  the  Board's  account  in  the  Merchant's  Bank  of 
Canada  is  $4138.77. 

Investments. — The  cash  value  of  the  investments  and 
otiier  assets  of  the  Board,  as  per  Schedule  A,  is  $89,258.77 
Compared  with  the  same  date  of  last  yoar,  the  draft  on 
capital  appears  to  have  been  $15,973.39. 

The  balance  at  credit  of  the  special  account  with  the 
commuting  and  privileged  ministers  at  31st  December, 
1896,  was  $37,611.39  leaving  apparently  $51,647.38,  to 
be  dealt  with  in  the  interests  of  the  non-privileged  min- 
isters.
